When you wash linoleum 


In the kitchen, pantry, and bathroom, where water 
is hkely to be spilled, linoleum has to be washed 
frequently. Use warm, sudsy water and a good, 
mild soap like Ivory. Wash about 2 square yard at 
a time, rinse, and dry carefully. 

Den’t use alkaline soaps or scrubbing powders. 
They will harm any finely finighed wood or linoleum. 
Don't allow waterto stand around the edges or seams 
of the lincleum. Moisture may seep through and 
make the floor damp. 

Varnish printed linoleum 

if you have printed hno- 
leum you can.make the 
design wear longer by var- 
nishing it. Wash your lino- 
leum floor and then give 
it two coats of colorless, 
elastic, waterproof varnish.
